FELLOW CITIZEN'S OP NEW TORE:—Of 


all men in our 'history, there are two whose 
influence'at tuis moment is moat peculiar. 
Though dead, .they j?et live, speak and act 
in the conflict of principles which divides 
the country—standing face to .face like two 
well-matched champions.; .When I add that 
one was 'from South Carolina and the other 
from Massachusetts, you will see:at. once 
that I mean Johu 0. Calhona and John 
Quincy Adams. 


Statesmen both oflong career, of marked 


ability, and of unblemished integiity—act- 
ing together at first—sitting in the same 
cabinet—one to become Vice President and 
the other President, then for-the'remainder 
of their days battling in- Congress and (lying 
tjlere—each was a leader in life, but each 
has become in death a grander leader-still. 


Mr. Galhoun possessed an intellect of 


ranch originality and boldness, and, though 
wanting in"the culture of a scholar, made 
himself felt-in council and debate. To na- 
tive powers unlike, but not inferior, Mr. Ad- 
ama added the well-ripened fruits of long 
experience in foreign lands, and of studies 
more raried'and complete than those of any 
public man in our history, beside an indom- 
itable will, and that spirit :of freedom which 
inspired his father when in the Continental 
Congress he so eloquently maintained the 
Declaration-of Independence, making 
him- 


self its "colossus" on that Hoor, 


THE 
DIVIDING 
POINT OS THE SJ7IJJECT OF 


SLAVERY. 


Sitting together in the Cabinet of Mr. 


Monroe, they concurred in the prohibition 
of slavery in the Missouri territory as con- 
stitutional, and so advised the president.— 
But here the divergence probably began— 
though for a long time it was not made 
manifest. 
The diary of Mr. Adams shows 


that at that early day, when slavery had 
been little discussed, he saw its enormity 
with instinctive quickness, and described it 
with corresponding force. 
The record is 


less full with regard to Mr, Calhoun; but 
when in later life they appeared, one in the 
senate and the other irtthe house of repre- 
sentatives, each openly assumed the position 
by which he will be known in history—one 
aa the leader in all the pretensions of slave- 
ry and of slave-masters, and the other a.s 
the champion of freedom. 


Mr. Calhoun regarded slavery 0.3 .1 per- 


manent institution ; Mr. Adams regarded it 
as transitory. Mr. Calhoun vaunted it as a 
form of civilization ; Mr. Adams scorned it 
as an unquestionable barbarism. 
Mr. Cul- 


houn did not hesitate to call it the most sta- 
ble basis for free government; Mr. Adams 
vehemently denounced it as a curse, full of 
weakness and mockery, and doubly offensive 
in a, boasted republic. Mr. Calhoun, not 
content witb thus exalting slavery, proceed- 
ed to denounce the early opinions of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson aa ^'fully aud delusion," 
to assail the self-evident truths of the Dec- 
laration of iDdepenclencQ us "absurd," nnd 
then to proclaim that human beings ure 
properly under the constitution, and as such, 
may be transported into the territories and 
there held in slavery; while Mr. Adama ad- 
ded to the glory of his long and diversified 
career, by persistent efforts, which are better 
for hid fame than having besn president— 
upholding the great rights of petition and 
speech; vindicating the self-evident truths 
of the Declaration of Independeuce ; expo- 
sing the hateful character of slavery; insist- 
ing upon its prohibition in the territories; 
denying the asserted property in. man ; nnd 
especially and often eshibitipg the unjust 
power in the national government usurped 
by what he called "tho little cluster of slave- 
masters, whose yoke was to him intolerable.'" 


Such, most briefly told, were the antago- 


nist opinions of tbese two chiefs. Never 
was a great conllict .destined to involve a 
great.cou.iltry more distinctly foreshadowed, 
All that the republican party now opposes 
may be found in John C. Calhoun. All that 
the republican .party now maintains may be 
found in..John Quincy Adams. Cno.ose ye, 
fellow-citizens, between the .two. The rule 
of "principle not men" is hardly applicable 
to a man whose life now bears th'e' sacred 
seal of death, and whose name is the syno- 
nym of principle : yet I do not hesitate to 
say that, our cause is best appreciated in its 
precise objects and aims.. Proud as we mixy 
be to tread where John Quincy Adams leads 
the way, there ia a guide'of more command 
ing authority found in the eternal laws of 
right, and the concurring mandates of the 
constitution itself, when properly interore- 
ted, 
\yhich teaches the duties of a' gqod citi- 


zen. 
Such is the: guide of the republican 


party, which, I say ^fearlessly, where most 
known, will be 'most trusted, and which, 
when understood in .its origin, will be ssen 
to be no accidental or fugitive organization, 
merelv lor an election, but an irresistible 
necessity, which in the nature of tilings, 
must be as permanent aa the pretensions, 
moral and political, which it seeks to con- 
strain and counteract. 


Tfllv REri711T.lCA.2r TARTY AXD. ITS USES. 
Let us dwell, then, on the republican par- 


ty, its origin, its necessity, and its perma- 
nence. 


All must admit that if no republican 


party existed now—even if that "halcyon 
day so often promised "by cajoling politi- 
cians had come, when the sloven- ^question 
was settled—still there would be a political 
necess'ity'for a great party of opposition to 
act as a check on the administration. A

\\"e pnblisli, to-day, a part of the

of Hon. Charles Stunner, delivered at Coo- 
per's Institute, in Sew York, on the llth 
inst. 
AVe shall publish the conclusion to- 


morrow. It is a great speech, and displays 
much care in its preparation. The ques- 
tion which he investigates so boldly is that 
of slavery, aud ho does it with a master's 
hand. It is well at this time, while the 
presidential conflict is going ou around us, 
to appreciate what the contest is about, and 
•why the republican party is banded togeth- 
er to resist the spread of the giant wrong of 
slavery. An attentive perusal of Mr. Sum- 
ner's speech will, we think, convince a largo 
majority of our readers of the duty and ne- 
eessitv of a continued and unflinching op- 
position to the spread of human bondage in 
this nation. Nothing else, we firmly be- 
lieve, will avert the downfall of the re- 
pnbli c. 


BANKERS' MEETING.—We have seen in 


several of our exchanges the proceedings of 
the bankers'meeting held in this city last 
week, with a request for the papers of the 
state to copy them. 
\Ve would have com- 


plied with this request very cheerfully if they 
had been furnished us at the same time they 
were given to other daily papers out of the 
oily, and would now do so, under an expla- 
nation since made to us ns to the cause of 
the omission to furnish them on the ad- 
journment, of the meeting, if they had not 
passed from our reach among the exchanges 
;"e have disposed of. 


This meeting was not a private one, as 


we supposed, and the published proceedings 
relate entirely to the reception of Illinois 
currency on deposite at par. 
If we remem- 


bered rightly, 27 banks were represented, 
and the'resolutions adopted, aftar reciting 
the fact that some of the Milwaukee banks 
had violated au agreement to receive Illi- 
nois currency only at one-half per cent dis- 
count, re-afiirm a determination to adhere 
to the original decision, and character- 
ise the action of the Milwaukee banks as 
hostile to the interests of the country banks. 
This decision was not, we understand, ar- 
rived at unanimously, some of the delegates 
i.n. the meeting regarding the discrimination 
against Illinois currency as unjust and un-

Tbe en- 
closed letter from Col. Patterson, of Phila- 
delphia, is subrniUe'd to the attention of the 
secretary of navy. J. B." Thus did the 
president of the United States, in formal 
written words, now of record in the history 
of the country, recommend the employment 
of the public money, set apart for the pub- 
lic service, to influence an election.

n the land within the jurisdiction of con- 
gress, covered a single slave. Little then 
lid the fathers dream that the evil which 
;hey regarded with stiame, and which they 
exerted themselves to prohibit, would ele- 
vate its obscene crest, as it now does, and 
flannt its pretensions before the world,— 
Little did they dream that the constitution, 
from which they had carefully excluded the 
very u'di'd, would, in defiance of reason and 
common sense, beheld to protect the thing, 
so exceptionally that it could not be reach- 
ed by congressional prohibition, even within 
congressional jurisdiction. Little did they 
dream that the text, which they left so pure 
ivnd healthful, would, through corrupt in- 
terpretation, be swollen into such a hideous 
JSlepfiantiasis. 


Two circumstances, civilizing iu them 


selves, have exercised an unexpected influ- 
ence for slavery ; first, tha abolition of the 
slave trade, which, by taking away the sup- 
ply, has increased the value of slaves; anc

Surely, if ever there was a moment when ' 


every faculty should be bent into the ser- 
vice, and all should be invigorated by an in- 
spiring zeal falsely rejected by the heartless 
diplomatist, it is now, while the battle be- 
tween Civilization and Barbarism is still un- 
decided, and you are summoned to resist 
the last desperate shock.

TROOItKSS OF Ttlii SLAVERY AGITATION. 
At the beginning of our history, slaver 


was universally admitted to be an evil. 
No 


discovered the cotton giu,has beeu. indirectly 
and unconsciously a chief agent in the bon- 
dage of the African race on the North Amer- 
ican continent; and surely a proper grati- 
tude for the advantages which we enjoy in 
such large store from these two discoveries, 
must prompt us to increased activity for the 
welfare of those who. alas ! have been such 
losers where we have been such gainjrs.

TRUE CHARACTER OP THE INSTITUTIOX. 
And now, fellow citizens, what is slavery? 


This is no question merely of curiosity or 
ihilanlhropy ; for when the national govern- 
ment, which you and I at the north help to 
constitute, is degraded to be its instrument, 
and, all the national territories are proclaim- 
ed open to its barbarism, and the constitu- 
tion itself is perverted to sanction its pre- 
tensions, the whole subject logically and 
necessarily enters into our discussion.

cannot be avoided—it cannot be blinked out 
of sight. Nay, you must pass upon it by 
your votes at the coming election. Futile 
is the plea that we at tho north have noth- 
ing to do with slavery.

TUB ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS. 


By the law of slavery, man created in the 


.mage of God, fearfully and wonderfully 
made, with sensibilities of pleasure and pain 
with sentiments of love, with aspirations 
for improvement, with a sense of propriety 
and with a soul like ourselves, is divested 
of his human character, aud declared to be 
a mere chattel ."to all intents and purposes 
whatsoever."

Secondly—The absolute nullification of 


the relation of husband and wife, so that all 
who are called slaves are delivered over to 
concubinage or prostitution, it may be with 
each other, or it may be with their masters; 
but with whomesoever it may be, it is the 
same, for with slaves marriage is impossible, 
as they are always !'cpupled'rneYer married! 


'fldrdly-—'The absolute nullificcUion oftlie 


relation of parent and child, for the infaut 
tegallv belongs, not to the mother who bore 
it, but to the master who bought it. 


fourthly— 2/ie absolute denial of in- 


struction; for the master may always at his 
own discretion prevent his victim from learn- 
ing to read, and thus shut tipon him, those 
gates of knowledge which osen such viatas 
on earth and in Heaven.

Fifthly—The 
absolute robbery of the la- 


bor of another and of all its fruits; forget- 
ful that by the same original law under 
which evety man has a title to the fruits of 
bis own labor, amounting in itself to a sa- 
cred property, which no person, however 
called, whether, despot Or master, qan right- 
eously appropriate. 


Such are the five essential elements of 


Slavery. 
Look at them, and yon will con- 


fess that this institution stands forth as a 
hateful assemblage of unquestionable wrong 
under the sanction of existing law. _ Take 
away any ope of these, and just to that ex- 
tent slavery will cease to exist. Take away- 
all and the slavery question will be settled. 
But this assemblage becomes more hateful 
still when its unmistakable single motive is 
detected, c-hich is simply this—1p;. coi;ip;l 
labor without wages. Incredible as it 'may 
seem, it cannot be denied that the right of 
a man to himself—the right of a husband to 
his wife—the right of a parent to his child— 
the rigbt of a man to instruction—the right 
of a man to the fruits'of his own labor- 
all these supreme rights by the aids of which 
other rights are petty, are trampled dowu, 
in order to organize ihe.tf!»e headed selfish- 
ness, praetially maintained by the lush, 
which, look at as you will, has for its single 
qbject pqMptJLspBT LABOR WITHOUT w-'rrEs;

city, and would now do so, under an expla- 
nation since made to us sis to the cans oof 
the- omission to furnish them on tho ad-

Thin meeting was not a private orif, us 


we supposed, tind the published proceedings 
relatu entirely Io the reception of Illinois 
currency on deposite nt par. 
If we remom- 


aereu rightly, 27 banks were reprewiited, 
and the 'resolutions adopted, at'tar reciting 
the fact that some of the Milwaukee banks 
had violated au agrceaieut to receive Illi- 
riois currency only at one-half per nont dis- 
count, re -affirm a determination to adhere 
to the original decision, and character- 
ise the action of the Milwaukee banks as 
hostile to the interests of the country banks. 
This decision waa not, we understand, ar- 
rived ut unanimously, some of tbe delegates 
io the meeting regarding the discrimination 
against Illinois currency as unjust and un- 
wise. 


We do hot assume to be miu-h verged in 


banking matters, or Ihe intricate questions 
of currency, but wilh the light we have on 
this subject we coincide with the minority 
i)*' the meeting. The discrimination against 
the currency of an adjoining statt; with 
which our own busiiicia is intimately con- 
nected, may be beneficial to the interests of 
our stale banks, especially if the condemn- 
«."! currency is received at a discount and 
puid_out or exchanged ftt par; but this dis- 
crimination scorns hostile to the interests of 
business men who deal in thai currency, 
and if persisted in will result in n refusal to 
de|ioiiitc the proscribed currency and its 
transmission by express to Chicago, where 
it will realise its face or purchase eastern 
exchange at current rates, without the loss 
of a half cent on each dollar. 


Wo think tho true policy of our owu city 


banks would be to follow tho example of the 
Milwaukee banks, particularly as thu far 
greater portion of our lake shore business is 
with Chicago, whe.ro the Illinois currency is 
in as good repute us Wisconsin currency in 
this state. It is not unlikely that our Wis- 
consin banks generally will be driven to dis- 
regard the restriction a portion of them da- 
sire to impose, and that they wili find their 
own interests to be idci.tical wilh I lime of 
their depositors and customers.

But though not himself a candidate for 


ofiice, hts peculiar supporters, animated by

fully comprehended without considering the 
nataro ot this evil and its chronic influence 
over our government, reaching everywhere 
by subtle agencies or more subtle far reach- 
ing example, but itill in itself tho original 
and all-auflicient activity. 
As well attempt 


to explain the Gulf Stream without the Gulf 
of Mexico, or the origin of evil without the 
human heart, as attempt to explain the pres- 
ent degraded character of our national gov- 
ernment without slavery. A.s well attempt 
to enact the play of " Othello " without the 
Moor. And permit me to say that our war- 
fare with these corruptions will be feeble 
unless we attack them in their origin. 


Tho subject is so vast that I can under- 


take to expose it by glimpses only. 
. 
FROOHK3S OF THE SLAVERY AOITATIO.V. 
At the beginning of our history, slavery 


was universally admitted to be an evil. No- 
body then so hanly as to vindicate it. In 
the convention which framed the constitu- 
tion, it -was branded as a " nefarious institu- 
tion," or more mildly called simply "wrong," 


and these generous voices came from the , 
south as well as from the north. Out of the 
convention there was n similar accord. I 
shall not quote tho words of Washington, 
Jefferson, or Franklin, or Jay, for they are 
familiar to all. Rut as they spoke others 
spoke, anil I might occupy this whole eve- 
ning, simply in reciting this testimony.— 
Kor were these declarations confined to then 
in public; life. 
The colleges all, by special 


action, arrayed themselves against slavery, 
especially the University of William 8nd 
Mary, in Virginia, which conferred upon 
Granvillc Sharpe, the acknowledged chief of 
British abolitionists, the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws. 
The literature of the 


land, such as it was, agreed with the colleges. 
The chinch, too, added its powerful voice ; 
and here, amid the diversities of religious 
faith, we hail that unity of spirit which ani- 
mated all. 
Quakers, Methodists, Presbyte- 


rians, nnd Congregationalists seern almost 
to have vied with each other in this pious 
testimony. 


The constitution was adopted, but tho 


word "slave" was not allowed to pollute its 
text; and this was in declared deference to 
the prevailing opinion, which regarded sla- 
very as temporary, destined noon to pasa 
away. All looked forward to this glad day, 
which seemed to be almost, at hand. 
In 


bartnony with this existing expectation, sla- 
very was prohibited in all tha existing ter- 
ritories of the Union, ao that when Wash- 
ington, as first President of the United 
.••tales, at his inauguration here in New 
York, took his first onth lo support the con- 
stitution, the flag of Ihe republic, nowhere 
in the land within tho jurisdiction of con- 
gress, covered a single slave. Little then 
did the fathers dream that the evil which 
they regarded with sfiame, and which they 
exerted themselves to prohibit, would ele- 
vate its obscene crest, as it now does, and 
flaunt its pretensions before the world.— 
Little did they dream that the constitution, 
from which they had carefully excluded the 
very tfnnl, would, in defiance of reason and 
common sense, beheld to protect tho thing, 
so exceptionally that it could not be reach- 
ed by congressional prohibition, even within 
congressional jurisdiction. Little did they 
dream that the text, which they left so pure 
and healthful, would, uVougb corrupt in- 
terpretation, be swollen into such a hideous 
Klrphanliasis. 


Two circumstances, civilizing iu them- 


selves, have exercised an unexpected influ- 
ence for slavery; first, the abolition of tbe 
slave trade, which, by taking away the sup- 
ply, ba.s increased the value of slaves; and 
secondly, the increased cultivation of cotton 
stimnlatcil by thu invention of now machine- 
ry. The last has beon of especial influence, 
Indeed, it is hardly too much to say, that 
oat of this slender cotton fibre have been 
formed the manacles of the slave. Thus, 
through .sinister influences and the wicked- 
ness of men, is good made the minister of 
wrong. Next after Christopher Columbus, 
whu, by his sublinje enterprise, opened tbe 
pathway to the new world, Eli Whitney, who 
discovered the cotton gin, baa been i ndircctly 
and unconsciously a chief agent in the bon- 
dage of the African race on the Nor'.h Amer- 
ican continent; and surely a proper grati- 
tude for the advantages which we enjoy in 
such large store from these two discoveries, 
mii^t prompt us to increased activity for tbe 
welfare of those who, alas! have been sucb 
losers where we have been such gain Jrs. 


This change of opinion, so disastrous in 


iti results, was gradual. Though easily de- 
tected, in its successive stages, by the care- 
ful inquirer, it did not become manifest to 


j the whole country till 1S20, when it burst 


forth in tho Missouri question. Then, for 
the first time, slawy openly showed itself 
violent, insolent, beligerent. Freedom was 
checked, but saved something by a compro- 
mise—called, at the moment of its adoption, 
by Charles Pinckney of South Carolina, "a 
triumph of the south," where, in considera- 
tion of tuc admission of Missouri as a slave 
state—thus securing an additional prepon- 
derance to the slave power—it was stipula- 
ted that slavery should be prohibited in cer- 
tain outlying territory, at the time trodden 
only by flavJtj^es, Then came a lull, during 
which the change was still at work, until, 
eotcmpomueous with the abolition of slave- 
ry in tbe British West Indies, the discussion 
was iighttm af!«w. Meanwhile slaves had 
augmented in price, and siave-isssters bad 
^corae more decided in opinion. At first, 
ii; Umiil deference to the world, they ven- 
tured on no defence of slavery }n the ab- 
stract; but at last, bolder grown under the 
lead of Mr. Calhoun, they threw asido all 
reserve, openly assailed tbe opinions of the 
fathers, audaciously denied the self-evident 
truths of the declaration of independence, 
and by formal resolution asserted the new 
dogma of slavery in the territories. This 
was in 18 J7. A letter from Mr. Calhoun of 
thnt day, addressed to a member of the Al- 
abama "legislature, shows that there was an 
element of policy in the exaggeration. 
His 


desire was 
fl to force the slavery issue" on 


the north, believing that delay was dangw- 
ous, as tbe slave-masters were relatively 
stronger, both morally and politically, than 
they would ever be again. 


At last the tuu has c<jme. Slavery is

It ia only 
the iirst step which costs, and therefore the 
authors of these opinions, so shocking to tha 
moral sense, do not hesitate nt other opin- 
ions equally shocking to the reason, which 
pretend to find impossible sanctions for 
slavery in the constitution. L/istening to 
these extravagances, who would exeiaim 
with Ben Johnson, in the play,

TRUE CHAKACTKR 01' THE INSTITUTION. 
And now, fellow citizens, what is slavery? 


This is no question merely of curiosity or 
philanthropy; for when tbe national govern- 
ment, whicti you and I at the north help to 
constitute, is degraded lo be its instrument, 
and all the national territories are proclaim- 
ed open to its barbarism, and the constitu- 
tion itself is perverted to sanction its pre- 
tensions, the whole subject logically and 
necessarily enters into our discussion. It 
cannot be avoided—it cannot be blinked out 
of sight. Nay, you must pass upon it by 
your voles at the coming olection. 
futile 


is the plea that we at tbe uortb have noth- 
ing to do with slavery. Granted that we 
have nothing to do with it in tbe states, we 
have much to do with all its irrational pre- 
tensions under the constitution, and just so 
long as those irrational pretensions are urg- 
ed, slavery must,bo discussed. It nauat be 
laid bare in its enormity precisely as though 
it were proposed to plant it here I'D New 
York. Nor can such a wrong—foul in it- 
self and fouler still in its pretensions-—bo 
dealt with tamely. 
Tarn en ess is surrender; 


and charity, too, may be misapplied. 
For- 


giving those who trespass against us, I know 
not if we are called to forgive those who 
trespass against others; to forgive those 
who trespass against a race; to forgive those 
who trespass against the republic: to for- 
give those who trespass against civilization; 
to forgive those who trespass against a 
whole race; to forgive those who trespass 
against the universal human family; finally, 
to forgive those who trespass against God. 
Such tresspassers now exist among us—pos- 
sessing the organization of party—possess- 
ing the control of tbe national government 
—constituting at this moment n colossal 
power—and " what neerna ite head the like- 
ness of a president has on." 


Surely, if ever there was a moment when 


every faculty should bo bent into the ser- 
vicej and all should be invigorated by an in- 
spiring zeal falsely rejected bv the heartless 
diplomatist, it ia now, while the battle be- 
tween Civilization and Darbaridm is still un- 
decided, and you ara summoned to re.sist 
the last desperate shock. To this work I 
am not equal; but I do not shrink from the 
duties of my post. Alasl human language 
is gentle, and the human voice is weak. 
Words only are mine, when I ought to com- 
mand thunderbolts. Voice only is mine 
when, like the ancient Athenian, I ought to 
carry tbe weapons of Zeus on the tongue. 


What, then. I repeat, is slavery? The 


occasion forbids details ; but enough must 
be presented to place this outrage in a true 
light — as something worse even than a con- 
stant state of war where the master is the 
constant aggressor. And here I put aside 
for the moment all the tales which reach us 
from the bouse of bondage ; all the cumula- 
tive, crushing testimony, alike from slaves 
and from their masters: all the barbarous 
incidents which have helped to arouse a yet 
too feeble indignation; in short all the 
glimpses which have come to us from this 
mighty Blue Beard's chamber. All these 1 
put aside, not because they are of little mo- 
ment iu exhibiting the true character of 
slavery, but because I desire to arraign sla- 
very on grounds above all controversy, im- 
peachment or suspicion, even from slave 
masters themselves. Not on triumphant 
story, adorned by the genius of women; not 
even on indisputable facts do I now accuse 
slavery; but on its character as revealed in 
its own simple definition of itself. Out of 
its own mouth do I condemn it. 


TUK ESSENTIAL EUKMENTS. 


By the law of slavery, man created iuthe 


image of God, fearfully and wonderfully 
made, with sensibilities of pleasure and pain, 
with sentiments of love, with aspirations 
for improvement, with a sense of propriety, 
and with a soul like ourselves, ia divested 
of his human character, and declared to be 
a mere chattel ."to all intents and purposes 
whatsoever.'1 I do not stop to give at 
length alt its odious words; you are doubt- 
less familiar with them, 
nut in thin .simple 


definition is cqn.tajn.ed. the whole incalcul- 
able wrong of slavery; for out of.it, &n from 
an inexhaustible fountain, are derived ail 
the unrighteous prerogatives of the master. 
These are five in number, and I know not 
which is the most revolting. 


J*'iVs/ — There is the pretension that man 


can hold property in man, forgetiny that by 
a law older than all human law, foremost 
stands the indefeasible light of every man 
to himself, 


KecoiuUy — The absolute nullijlcnlion 
<if 


the relation of husband and wife, so that all 
who are called slaves are delivered over to 
concubinage or prostitution, it may be with 
each other, or it may be with their masters; 
but with wbomesoever it may be, it is tho 
same, for with slaves marriage is impossible, 
aa they are always Occupied ncrsr imjrried. 


'ffilrdly — Tkc absolute nullification of the 


relation of parent and i7»/rf, for tho infant 
legally belongs, not to the mother who boro 
it, but to the master who bought it. 


fourthly — Ihe absolute ikniat of in- 


struction; for the master may always at bis 
own discretion prevent his victim from learn- 
ing to read, and thus shut uno n hir^ those 
gates of knowledge which ojJen such vistas 
on earth and in Heaven. 
And 


Fifthly — The absolute robbery of the la- 


bor of another ami of all its fruits; forget- 
ful that by the same original lav/ under 
which every man has a title to the fruits of 
his own labor, amounting in itself to a sa- 
cred property, which no person, however 
called, wbe-ber despot or tpaeter, can right- 
eously appropriate, 


Such are the five essential elements of 


Slavery. 
Look at them, and you will con 


teas that this institution stands forth as a 
hateful assemblage of unquestionable wrong 
under tbe sanction of existing law. Take 
away Bay oneof these, and just to that ex- 
tent slavery will cease to exist. Take away 
all and the slavery question will be sotileit. 
But this assemblage becomes more hateful 
still when its unmistakable si/if/lc »it>th-f ia 
detected, which is simply this — (t> wiptl 
labor without \payei.

seem, it cannot be denied that the right of 
a man to himself — the right of a husband to 
tis wife — the rieht of a parent to his child —

A SAD AFFAIK.—A MAX KILLED cy 


HOUSE.—\fs learn that Mr. Horace Fesaen 
aen, of the town of Porter, in this county 
was killed this morning, as is supposed, bj 
the kick of a horse. Just before daylight 
Mr. F. was seen coming from the stable in 
to his house, and immediately after entering 
the door, feU upon the floor in an insensible 
condition. Upon examination it was fount 
that there was a lengthy cut upon the side 
of his head, and that the skull was crushed 
in upon the brain. Dr. Palmer of this city 
informs us that the bone was badly fractur- 
ed, that pieces of it were driven through the 
lining membrane of the brain, and that im- 
portant blood vessels were roplnred. Mr. 
Fessenden lived bnt a short time after the 
skull was trephined, and was continually in- 
sensible, rendering it impossible to learn 
from him how the accident occurred. 


It appears that the horses, of which, there 


were sis in one stable, were nneasy during 
the night, and it is supposed thai Mr. Fes- 
senden went out quite early to learn the 
cause, and that in passing behind one of 
them, which is somewhat fractious, he 
stooped down to pick up a piece of harness, 
when he was kicked upon the temple. A 
pool of blood was found at this particular 
place, near where a part of harness was ly- 
ing. 
It is the opinion of Dr. Palmer, judg- 


ing from the condition of the blood in the 
wound, that Mr. F. had not been hurt more 
than tan or fifteen minutes before he enter- 
ed the house. 
This is a very sad affair, 


which suddenly terminates the life of a 
highly respected citizen.

text; and this was in declared deference to 
the prevailing opinion, which regarded sla- 
very as temporary, destined soon to pass 
away. All looked forward to this glad day, 
which seemed to be almost at hand.

harmony M'ith this existing expectation, sla- 
very was prohibited in all the existing ter- 
ritories of the Union, so that when Wash- 
ington, as first President of the United 
. tates, at his inauguration here in New 
York, took his first oath to support the con- 
stitution, the flag of the republic, nowhere 
in the land v.-ithin the jurisdiction of con- ! 
gress, covered, a single slave. Little then! 
did the fathers dream that the evil which 
they regarded with shame, and which they 
exerted themselves to prohibit, would ele- 
vate its obscene crest, as it now does, and 
flaunt its pretensions before the world.— 
Little did they dream that the constitution, 
from which they had carefully excluded the 
very v'fi'd, would, in defiance of reason and 
common sense, be held to protect the iking, 
so exceptionally that it could not be reach- 
ed by congressional prohibition, even within 
congressional jurisdiction. Little did they 
dream that the text, which they left so pure 
and healthful, would, through corrupt in- 
terpretation, be swollen into such a hideous 
Et-cphaniiosis.

BANKERS' MEETING.—We have seen in 


several of our exchanges the proceedings of 


i t:n bankers' meeting held in this city last 
week, with a request for the papers of the 
state to copy them. We would have coin 
V'-'.cci r.-ith this request very cheerfully if they 
bad been furnished us at the same time they 
were given to other daily papers out of the 
city, aud would now do so, under an expla 
nation since made to us as to the cause of 
sho omission to furnish them on the ad- 
journment of the meeting, if they had not 
i.assed from our reach among the exchanges 
we have disposed of. 


This meeting was not a private one, as 


•-vc supposed, and the published proceeding 
relate entirely to the reception of Illinois 
currency on deposite at par. 
If we reniem- 


"ucrcd rightly, 27 bunks were represented, 
iiud the resolutions adopted, after reciting 
the fact that some of the Milwaukee banks 
had violated an agreement to receive Illi- 
nois currency only at one-half per cent dis- 
count, re-afiirm a determination to adhere 
to the original decision, and character- 
ise the action of the Milwaukee banks as 
hostile to the interests of the country banks. 
This-decision was not. we understand, ar- 
rived at unanimously, some of the delegates 
in the meeting regarding the discrimination 
against Illinois currency as unjust and un- 
wise. 


\Vfc do not assume to be much versed in 


lifirifcing matter.-!, or the intricate questions 
of currency, but with the light we have on 
this subject we coincide with the minority 
of the meeting. 
The discrimination against 


the currency of an adjoining state with 
which our own business is intimately con- 
nected, may be beneficial to the interests of 
onr state banks, especially if the condemn- 
ed currency is received at a discount and 
paid nut or exchanged at par: but this dis- 
crimination seems hostile to the interests of 
business men who deal in that currency, 
and if persisted in will result in a refusal to 
deposite the proscribed currency and its 
transmission by express to Chicago, where 
it will realise its face or purchase eastern 
exchange at current rates, without the loss 
of a half cent on each dollar. 


We think the true policy of our own city 


banks would be to follow the example of the 
Milwaukee banks, particularly as the far 
greater portion of our lake shore business is 
with Chicago, where the Illinois currency is 
in as good repute as Wisconsin currency in 
this state. It is not unlikely that our Wis- 
consin banks generally will be driven to dis- 
regard the restriction a portion of them da- 
sire to impose, and that they will find their 
own interests to be identical with those of

But 
all who seek purity in the national govern- 
ment must unite in this purpose, for only by 
the overthrow of this corrupt oligarchy, 
which, beginning in the denial of all human 
rights, necessarily shows itself in barbarism 
and corruption of all kinds, etui a better or- 
der of things prevail. It is out of slavery 
that all our griefs proceed ; nor can tho cor- 
ruptions of the present administration be 
fully comprehended without considering the 
nature of this evil and its chronic influence 
over our government, reaching everywhere 
by subtle agencies or more subtle far reach- 
ing example, but still in itself the original 
and all-sufficient activity.

explain the Gulf Stream without the Gull' 
Mexico, or the origin of evil without the 


human heart, as attempt to explain tho pres- 
ent-degraded eharactef-of- our national gov- 
ernment without slavery. As well attempt 
to enact tho play of " Otheilo" without the 
Moor. 
Aud permit me to say that our war- 


fare with these corruptions will be feeble 
unless we attack them in their origin. 


The subject is so vast that I can under- 


take to expose it by glimpses only, 


PROGRESS OF THE SLAVES1' AGITATION. 
At tho beginning of our history, slavery 


was universally admitted to be an evil. No- 
body then so hardy as to vindicate it. 
In 


the convention which framed the constitu- 
tion, it was branded as a. " nefarious institu- 
tion," or "njo'f'e mildly called girapty "wrong, 


lead of Mr. CaluGun, they thrsv,- aside all 
reserve, openly assailed the opinions of the 
fathers, audaciously denied the self-evident 
truths of the declaration of independence, 
and by formal resolution asserted the new 
dogma of slavery in the territories. 
This 


was in 1S»7. 
A letter from Mr. Calhoun of 


that day. addressed to a member of the Al- 
abama legislature, shows that thtre was an 
element of policy in tfao exaggeration. 
His 


desire was '-'to force the slavery issue1' on 
the north, believing that delay was danger- 
ous, as j,!ie slave-masters were relatively 
stronger, both morally and politically, than 
they would ever be again. 


At last the end lias come. Slavery is 


openly pronounced at oue time i:the bl.ick- 
marbie key-stone of our national arch ;" at 
another time i: the corner-stone of our re- 
publican edifice:'' then it is vaunted as "the 
highest type of civilization;'' then as "a 
blessing to tbe n'<,p,st 
<;r as woll as to the 


slave;" and then again 
'.• as ennobling to 


the master if not to the slave.'' 
It is only 


the iirst step which costs, and therefore the 
authors of these opinions, so shocking to the 
moral sense, do not hesitate, at other opin- 
ions equally shocking to the reason, which 
pretend to find impossible sanctions for 
slavery in the constitution. Listening to 
these extravagances, who would exclaim 
with Ben Johnson, in the play. 


Grave father, he's possest again I say, 
Possest. Nay. if there be possession 
And obse^ion, lie hath both. 


TRUE CHARACTER OF THE IKSTITCTIOX. 
And now, fellow citizens, what is slavery? 


This ia no question merely of curiosity or 
philanthropy ; for when the national govern- 
ment, which you and I at the north help to 
constitute, is degraded to be its instrument, 
aud all the national territories are proclaim- 
ed open to its barbarism, and the constitu- 
tion itself is perverted to sanction its pre-° 
tensions, the whole subject logically and 
necessarily enters into our discussion. 
It 


cannot be avoided—it cannot be blinked out 
of sight. 
Nay, you must pass upon it by 


your votes at the coming flection. 
Futile 


is the plea that we at the north have noth- 
ing to do with slavery. 
Granted that we 


have nothing to do with it in the states, we 
have much to do with all its irrational pre- 
tensions under the constituiiou. and just so 
loug as those irrational pretensions are urg- 
ed, slavery mustj.be discussed. It must be 
laid bare in its enormity precisely as though 
it were proposed to plant it here in Isew 
York. 
Nor can such a wrong—foul in it- 


self aud fouler still in its pretensions—be 
dealt with lamely. Tameness is surrender: 
aud charity, too, may be misapplied. 
For- 


giving those who trespass against us, I know 
not if we are called to forgive those who 
trespass against others: to forgive those 
who trespass agaiusta race; to forgiye those 
who trespass against the republic; to for- 
gi?e those who trespass against civilization; 
to forgive those -who trespass against a 
whole race; to forgive those who trespass 
against the universal human family; finally, 
to forgive those who trespass against God. 
Such tresspassers now exist among us—pos- 
sessing the organization of party—possess- 
ing the control of the national government 
—:con3tituting_ at tkia..mament .a .co!.o.8SAl 
power—and "what seems its bead- the like- 
ness of a president jjag p».'J- - 


Surely, if ever there vras a moment when 


every faculty should be bent into the ser- 
vice, and all should be invigorated by an in- 
spiring zeal falsely rejected by the heartless 
diplomatist, it is now, while the battle be- 
tween Civilization and Barbarism is still un- 
decided, and you are summoned to resist 
the last desperate shock. To this work I j 
am not equal; but I do not shrink from the 
duties of my post. Alas! human language 
is gentle, and the human voice is weak. 
Words only are mine, when I ought to com- 
mand thunderbolts. Voice only is mine 
when, like the. ancient Athenian, I ought to 
carry the weapons of Zeus on the tongue. 


'What, then, I repeat, is slavery? The 


occasion forbids details ; bat enough must 
be presented to place this outrage in a true 
light—as something worse even than a con- 
stant state of war where the master is the 
constant aggressor. And here I put aside 
for the moment all the tales which reach us 
from the house of bondage ; all the cumula- 
tive, crushing testimony, alike from slaves 
and from their masters; all the barbarous 
incidents which have helped to arouse a yet 
too feeble indignation; in short all the 
glimpses which have come to us from this 
mighty Blue Beard's chamber. All these I 
put aside, not because they are of little mo- 
ment in exhibiting the true character of 
slavery, but because I desire to arraign sla- 
very on grounds above all controversy, im- 
peachment or suspicion, even from slave 
masters themselves. 
Not on triumphant 


story, adorned by the genius of women; not 
even on indisputable i'acts do I now accuse 
slavery; but on its character as revealed in 
its own simple definition of itself. 
Out of 


its own mouth do I condemn it. 


THE ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS. 


By the law of slavery, man created in the 


image of God, fearfully and wonderfully 
made, with sensibilities of pleasure and pain, 
with sentiments of love, with aspirations 
for improvement, with a sense of propriety, 
and with a soul like ourselves, is divested 
of his human character, and declared to be 
a mere chattel "to all intents and purposes 
whatsoever." I do not stop to give at 
length all its odious words; you are doubt- 
less familiar with them. But in this simple 
definition is contained the whole incalcul- 
able wrong of slavery; for out of it, as from 
an inexhaustible fountain, are derived all 
the unrighteous prerogatives of the master. 
These are five in number, and I know not 
which is the most revolting. 


First—There is the pretension that man 


can hold property in man, forgeting that by 
a law older than all human law, foremost 
stands the indefeasible right of every man 
to himself, 


Secondly—The absolute nullification 
of 


the relation ofhtisband and wife, so that ail 
who are called slaves are delivered over to 
concubinage or prostitution, it may be with 
each other, or it maybe with their masters: 
but with whornesoever it may be, it is the 
same, for with slaves marriage is impossible, 
as they are always "coupled'' never married. 


Thirdly—The absolute nullijieation of the 


relation ofpa.rent and child, for the infant 
legally belongs; uqt to the mother who bore 
it, but to the master who bought it. 


fcruj-thiy—Ike 
absolute denial of in- 


struction; for the master may always at his 
own discretion prevent his victim from learn- 
ing to read, and thus shut upon him those 
gates of knowledge which open such vistas 
on earth aud in Heaven. 
Aud 


Fifthly—The 
absolute robbery oj'tfie 
la- 


bor of another and of all its fruits; forget- 
ful that by the same original law nn'der 
which every man has a title to the fruits of 
his own labor, amounting in itself to a sa- 
cred property, which no person, however 
called, whether despot or master, can right- 
eously appropriate,' 


Such are the five essential elements of 


Slavery, 
Look at them, and you will con- 


fess that this institution stands forth as a 
hateful assemblage °f'unquestionable wrong 
under the sanction of existing law. 
Take 


away any one of these, and just'to that ex- 
tent slavery will cease to exist. Take a\yay 
all and the slavery question will be settled, 
But this assemblage becomes more hateful 
still when its unmistakable single motive is 
detected, which is simply this—fo compel 
labor without wages. Incredible as it may 
seem, it cannot be denied that the rigb.t of 
a man to himself—the^ right of atusban'd to 
his wife—the right of a parent to his child— 
the right of a man to instruction—the right 
of a man to the fruits oi his own labor— 
all these supreme rights by the sida of which 
other rights are petty, are trampled dowu, 
in order to oi^aniiselthati/ii.'e headed selfish- 
ness, practially maintained by the lash, 
which, look at as you will, has for its single 
Object COMPULSORY LABOF. WITHOUT WAGES.

A SAD AFFAIK.—A MAS KILLED UY A 


HOUSE.— We learn that Sir. Horace Fesaen 
dea, of the town of Porttr, in this county, 
was killed this morning, as is .supposed, by 
the kick of a horse. Juat before daylight 
Mr. F. was seen corning from the stable in- 
to bis house, and immediately after entering 
the door, fell upon the floor in an insensible 
condition. Upon examination it wan found 
that there wan n lengthy cut upon the side 
of his head, and that tlic skull was crushed 
in upon the brain. Dr. Palmer of this city 
informs us that the bone was badly fractur- 
t>d, that pieces of it were driven through the 
lining membrane nf the brain, and that im- 
portant blood vessels were ruptured. Mr. 
FesseuJen lived but a short time after the 
skull was trephined, and was continually in- 
sensible, rendering it impossible to Irarn 
from him how the accident occurred. 


It appears that the horsvs, of which there 


were six in one stable, were uneasy during 
the night, and it is supposed that Mr. Fes- 
sendeit went out quite early to learn the 
cause, and thnt in passing behind one of 
them, which is somewhat fractious, he 
stooped down to pick up a piece of harness, 
when ho was kicked upon the temple. A 
pool of blood was found, at tliU particular 
place, near where a part of harness was ly- 
ing. 
It is the opinion of Dr. Palmer, judg- 


ing from the condition of the blood in the 
wound, thnt Mr. F. had not boeu hurt more 
than ten or fifteen mi mi to 3 before he enter- 
ed the house. 
This is a very sad ftffiiir, 


which suddenly terminate-* the life of u 
highly respected cituen.

THE ECLIPSE.—The eclipse of the sun 


will commence at eight minutes past six 
o'clock to-morrow morning, at Chicago; one 
minute earlier at Milwaukee, and seven 
minutes earlier at Madison. We have not 
the exact time of its coramencment at this 
pb.c3,'bul probably not far from five minutes 
past six. 
The middle of the eclipse will 


not be far from seven o'clock. This eclipse 
will only be partial here. It will be total 
at Oregon City, passing over America 1o 
Hudion's Bay, crossing it at Nelsou's River 
to Cape Chidley in Labrador, to which place 
the Smithsonian Institute has despatched a 
vessel with a scientific corps on board to 
rake observations of the interesting pheno- 
menon. 


A SAP AFFAIR.—A MAX KILLED BY A 


HOUSE.—We learn that Mr. Horace Fessen- 
den, of the town of Porter, in this county, 
was killed this morning, as is supposed, by 
the kick of a horse. Just before daylight 
Mr. F. was seen coming from the stable in- 
to his house, and immediately after entering- 
the doer, fell upon the floor in an insensible 
condition. Upon examination it was found 
that there was a lengthy cut upon the side 
of his head, and that the skull was crushed 
in upon the brain. Dr. Palmer of this city 
informs us that the bone was badly fractur- 
ed, that pieces of it -were driven through the 
lining membrane of the brain, and that im- 
portant blood vessels were ruptured. Mr. 
Fessenden lived bnt a short time after the 
skull was trephined, and was continually in- 
sensible, rendering it impossible to learn 
from him how the accident occurred. 


It appears that the horses, of which there 


wfre six in one stable, were uneasy during 
the night, and it is supposed that Mr. F 
.-:emlen went out quite early to learn the 
cr.n=e, and that in passing behind one of 
them, which is somewhat, fractious, he 
stooped down to pick up a piece of harness 
when he was kicked upon the temple. A 
pool of blood was found at this particular 
place, near -where a part of harness was ly 
iojf. It is the opinion of Dr. Palmer, judg 
ing from the condition of the blood in the 
wound, that Mr. P. had not been hurt more 
than ten or fifteen minutes before he enter 
ed the house.
